So  you  want  a  job,  huh? 
Well,  that's  all  right  .  .  .  most  college 
graduates  do.    You've  studied  hard  .  .  . 
(you  have,  liavent  you)  you've  got  that 
little  old  piece  of  sheepskin  .  .  .   (it's 
not  really  made  of  sheepskin — more  of 
war  surplus  ten  halves)  and  you've  got 
a  head  crammed  full  T)f  knowledge  .  .  . 
(which    leaves    no    room    for    brains). 
Well  then  you're  entitled  to  a  job.    So 
now  I'm  going  to  try  and  line  something 
up  for  you.    Here  forthwith  is  a  list  of 
the  jobs  open  for  college  graduates  with 
a  little  bit  about  each  job.   Look  them 
over  and  see  if  there  isn't  something, 
anything,  you  can  do.

You  are  worshipped  by 
millions  of  people,  provide  entertain- 
ment for  millions  of  theatre  goers,  and 
get  loads  of  fan  mail  from  fans, 
though  I'd  rather  get  mail  from 
people.  You  get  to  hold  beautiful 
women  in  your  arms,  whisper  sweet 
nothings  in  their  ear,  and  kiss  them. 

If  you  want 
to  get  on  the  stage,  there's  one  leaving 
for  Wells  Fargo  in  five  minutes.  .  .  . 

TEACHER:  This  is  probably  the  most 
over-rated,  under-paid  job  in  the 
country.
